According to Chairman Raeey , chair­ 
man of the committee, and Rep resen­ 
tativ e Tomlinson, who introdu ced the 
bill, the measu re will be brou ght u p 
for second reading in the hou se today . 
It now ap p ears q u estionable wheth 
er the Democrats can mak e as firm a 
stand 
011 the Proctor-Tomlinson bill 
as on the Kleck ner township and ward 
op tion bill. 
Rep resentativ e Sick s, one 
cf the anti-rep ealers, said that the “re­ 
p ealers” wou ld lose a few of the cau ­ 
cu s v otes if they attem p ted to p u t 
throu gh any bu t the Kleck ner bill. 


Kleckner Bill Dead . 
It is regarded as certain, howev er, 
that the Kleck ner bill will not be re­ 
p orted to the hou se again.

last week . It was thou ght that the bill 
wou ld be amended to m eet the bill 
p assed by the senate, which ap p lied 
only to Marion and Vanderbu rg cou n­ 
ties, bu t no su ch su ggestions were of­ 
fered. 
Rep resentativ e Clore made a strong 
sp eech to sav e the life of his bill to 
abolish the office of fish and game 
commissioner, which he said was de­ 
manded in Johnson cou nty . 
The bill 
p rov ides for p rosecu tion of v iolations 
by the cou nty p rosecu tor, also that no 
fish shall be cau ght with any bu t a 
hook and line. 
A div ided rep ort was made on the 
bill, the minority members fav oring 
p assage and the majority indefinite 
p ostp onement. 
The v ote to indefinite­ 
ly p ostp one was 60 to 26. 
The senate committee on edu cation 
recommended the p assage of Senator 
Kane’s school book bill p rov iding for 
local 
selection 
in 
high-school 
tex t­ 
book s. 
The bill is similar to the Cox 
bill, ex cep t the latter refers to grades 
as well as high schools. 
The committee on m ilitary affairs 
recommended the p assage of Senator 
Rank e’s bill p rov iding that serv ice in 
the Sp anish-American war shall cou nt 
as p art of fiv e y ears necessary to re­ 
tirem ent from Indiana national gu ard. 


Used Pruning Knife Freely. 
The legislativ e v isitation committee, 
which su bmitted its rep ort to the leg­ 
islatu re y esterday showing the relativ e 
needs of the state institu tions, offices, 
beards and commissions, u sed a sharp - 
edged k nife on many of the estimates. 
The rep ort consists of 333 ty p e-writ­ 
ten p ages. 
The committee has been 
at work since Nov . 12, 1908. 
It con 
sists of Senator Horace Hannan, chair 
man;

CONAX DOYLE’S CAREER IN LITERATURE. 
S 
IR CONAN DOYLE, the biograp her of Sherlock Holmes, is a tall, broad- 
shou ldered fellow, frank , genial, modest, off-hand in act and sp eech, u n­ 
changed by his fame, a man who has p assed throu gh the fiery fu rnace of p op u lar 
su ccess withou t scar or singeing. 
He was born in Edinbu rgh in 1859 of an ancestry that had won honors in art 
and in war. 
When a boy of nine at school at Stoney hu rst he dev elop ed u nmis­ 
tak able sy mp tons of literary ability which grew more mark ed in his later stu dy 
in Germany . 
While a stu dent of medicine in the Univ ersity of_ Edinbu rgh, ov er 


a whaling trip to the Arctic he retu rned to his nativ e land to tak e u p 
work of earning a liv elihood. 
He then hu ng ou t a beau tifu l, brass, Doctor’s sign 
of which he was v ery p rou d and waited for the sick to come in and be led by him 
back into the p rimrose p ath of health and hap p iness. 
Bu t p atients were few and 
fees were scarce, § o he had leisu re which he dev oted to literatu re. 
Fifty of his short stories ap p eared anony mou sly and after ten y ears of hard 
work he was as u nk nown as if he had nev er p enned, a line and du ring these y ears 
his income from his writings av eraged only fiv e dollars a week . 
He wrote “A 
Stu dy in Scarlet” in which Sherlock Holmes—that cold, fascinating dedu ction- 
machine solv ed wondrou s detectiv e my steries with bu t the slightest shadow cf a 
clu e. 
It was rejected many times before it fou nd a hav en of rest and a check for 
$125 from “ Beeton’s Christmas Annu al” of 1887 , and “ Micah Clark ”, a sp lendid 
story of the Monmou th Rebellion, k nock ed in v ain at many p u blishers’ doors 
before being accep ted. 
Dr. Doy le’s literary sk y began to clear, his financial barometer rose rap idly 
and in 1890 he forsook his office in Swan sea and came to London determined to 
become an ey e sp ecialist 
lie stu died in Paris and Vienna and op ened an office 
in London bu t soon fell a v ictim to another su ccessfu l story and medicine 
was shelv ed forev er. 
His book s hav e simp licity , directness, indiv idu ality , k een insight and faith­ 
fu lness to detail. 
His “ Adv entu res of Gerard”, the story of a brav e, stalwart 
soldier of Nap oleon’s camp aign, a worship p er of the Little Corp oral, is a lov able 
ty p e, a man of naiv e simp licity bu t of su p reme v anity , who recou nts his own 
heroics with an innocent u nconsciou sness that is charming and delightfu l, and is 
one of the best soldier characters in the realm of fiction.

The bill wou ld req u ire 
all schocls to sing the song in fu ll at 
least once a week . 


Adv ocates of cou nty op tion rep eal 
measu res

ernor M arshall’s camp aign sp eeches in 
which he took p ains to shew that the 
ward and township u nit is p referable 
to the cou nty .

Later, when it was ru mored at 
Salem that he wou ld sign a cou nty 
local op tion law if elected, he gav e ou t 
a p rep ared interv iew say ing that if be 
p referred the cou nty u nit to the town 
ship and ward, he wou ld say so and 
get off the Democratic tick et. 
These 
and other statem ents he made are 
being u sed to show how he stands, al 
thou gh he won't help or op p ose any 
bill. 
The adv ocates of the rep eal 
m easu res are confident that the gov 
ernor will sign any of them if he gets 
a chance. 
His refu sal, howev er, to dc 
any thing now for the p aram ou nt issu e 
of his p arty is cau sing mu ch comment 
among the “liberal” Rep u blicans whc 
v oted for him with the u nderstanding 
that he wou ld u se his influ ence tc 
bring abou t the adop tion of the ward 
and township u nit. 
M arshall’s friends

growm ov er so large a section 
of the United States It is im 
p ortant that we learn u s mu ch 
as p ossible regarding the best meth­ 
ods of p rodu cing it. 
The av erage 
y ield of corn in the United States in 
1907 was only 23.7 bu shels p er acre. 
Many of the best farm ers are able to 
obtain an av erage y ield of six ty to 
sev enty bu shels p er acre y ear after 
y ear. 
There is no secret in their 
methods. 
They are simp le enou gh to 
be ap p lied to ev ery farm in the corn 
belt. 
There is no reason why the 
av erage y ield p er acre shou ld not be 
fifty bu shels or more instead of less 
than half that, as at p resent. 
In p rep aring to raise a max imu m 
crop of corn there are two main fac­ 
tors to be considered—the soil and the 
seed. 
Of these two the first is p rob-

ably the more Imp ortant. 
We hav e 
already learned how the p lant obtains 
food and water from the soil. 
The 
first step In p rep aring the soil for a 
corn crop , then, is to see that there is 
a p lentifu l su p p ly of p lant food on 
hand. 
This we can do by u sing barn­ 
y ard manu re liberally and by follow­ 
ing a consistent sy stem of rotation 
that will eq u alize the demands made 
on the soil and k eep u p the su p p ly of 
nitrogen and hu mu s. 
The nex t p oint is to see that the soil 
is in su ch condition that the roots 
will hav e little difficu lty in branching 
ou t to secu re the needed p lant food 
and water. 
Thorou gh p lowing, disk ­ 
ing and harrowing will mak e the soil 
fine and mellow, so that the roots 
will hav e little trou ble in obtaining 
all the p lant food they can u se, p ro­ 
v ided it is there at all. 
The w ater su p p ly can be regu lated 
to a considerable ex tent by tile drain­ 
age and by k eep ing the su rface loose 
to check ev ap oration. 
The tem p era­ 
tu re of the soil is also an imp ortant 
factor in hastening germination and 
early growth. 
Drainage, cu ltiv ation 
and the maintenance of a p lentifu l 
su p p ly of hu mu s will aid greatly in 
secu ring a warm seed bed by p lanting 
time. 
W ith a warm, well p rep ared soil 
containing 
su fficient 
q u antities 
of 
p lant food and w ater the nex t q u es­ 
tion that comes u p is regarding the 
k ind of seed to p u t into that soil. Al­ 
most any k ind of seed will grow and 
p rodu ce a fair crop u nder fav orable 
conditions. 
W hat we are after, how­ 
ev er, is not a fair crop , bu t an ex tra 
good one. 
The seed of different strains of corn 
v aries greatly in its ability to p rodu ce 
y ields. In the sp ring of 1905 the Iowa 
ex p eriment station gathered seed from 
nearly a hu ndred different sou rces and 
p lanted it on the station grou nds. Un­ 
der conditions that were as nearly 
alik e as it was p ossible to mak e them 
the y ields from the different strains 
v aried from thirty -one to eighty bu sh­ 
els p er acre. 
This v ariation shows 
that a large share of the imp rov ement 
in corn p rodu ction mu st come throu gh 
the breeding of high y ielding strains. 
It Is not safe to ship in seed corn 
from a distance. Corn is v ery sensi­ 
tiv e to changes in climate and soil. To 
obtain the best resu lts the work of 
breeding mu st be done for each local­ 
ity and to some ex tent for each farm. 
A method of imp rov ing seed corn 
that will su rely resu lt in some im­ 
p rov ement and one that has simp licity 
to recommend it is that of selecting a 
nu mber of the best ears each y ear and 
p lanting them in a field by themselv es 
or in one corner of the main field. By 
selecting the best ears from this breed­ 
ing p lot each y ear to p lant nex t y ear’s 
breeding p lot and u sing the rest of 
the good ears to p lant in the main 
field some imp rov ement can be effect­ 
ed. The Weak p oint in this p lan, how- 
! ev er, is that the y ielding p ower of an 
ear cannot be told from its ap p ear- 
| ance. Neither is it p ossible to p rev ent 
1 inbreeding by su ch a method. 
To av oid these difficu lties the “indi­ 
v idu al ear” p lot has been dev ised. This 
shou ld p referably be at least forty 
rods from the nearest cornfield. Where 
this is imp ossible a strip along the 
sou th side of a field of the same v ari­ 
ety may be u sed. As the p rev ailing 
Ju ly and Au gu st winds arc from the 
! sou th, v ery little p ollen from the main 
field will blow ov er on the breeding 
I I lot. 
j 
Each row in the indiv idu al ear p lot 
is to *be p lanted with the k ernels from 
a single ear. 
As any fair sized ear 
will p lant a row forty rods long, this 
is a conv enient length for the p lot. 
Select from 5 0 to 100 of the best ears 
y ou can find among y ou r seed com 
and p lant them in as many rows 
across the p lot. 
The work can be 
done with a p lanter If care is tak en 
to dean the seed box es ou t thorou gh­ 
ly each tim e across. 
The cu ltiv ation 
giv en to the p lot shou ld be the same 


as that which the main field receiv es^ 
The 
time 
for 
sp ecial 
treatm ent 
comes when the tassels begin to ap ­ 
p ear. 
We hav e already learned that 
Inbreeding 
is 
weak ening 
and 
that 
cross fertilization dev elop s strength 
and v itality . 
In order to p rev ent in- 
breeding in the indiv idu al ear p lot 
the tassels on ev ery alternate row 
shou ld be p u lled ou t as soon as they 
ap p ear. 
In order that these may be 
remov ed before they shed any p ollen 
It will be necessary to go ov er the 
field ev ery other day for a week after 
the first tassels start. 
At the same 
time any tassels from weak , barren or 
sp indling stalk s in the other rows 
shou fd be remov ed. 
In this way only 
p ollen from healthy , v igorou s stalk s 
is allowed to matu re. 
Thu s the ears 
on the detasseled rowrs, being cross 
fertilized 
and 
hav ing only 
strong, 
healthy male p arents, hav e a mu ch 
better 
chance 
of 
p rodu cing 
large 
y ields when p lanted than wou ld ears 
p ick ed from the general field. 
The most im p ortant p oint, howev er, 
is 
the 
selection 
of 
high 
y ielding 
strains that is made p ossible by hav ­ 
ing the ears p lanted in indiv idu al 
rows. 
When harv esting time comes 
the p rodu ce of each row shou ld be 
hu sk ed sep arately and weighed. 
It 
will be fou nd that there is a great 
difference in y ield. The highest y ield­ 
ing rows, p rov ided the corn is of 
gocd q u ality , shou ld fu rnish seed for 
nex t je a r’s breeding p lot. 
The rest 
of the good seed ears from the detas­ 
seled rows shou ld be p lanted in a 
small field, k nown as the “mu ltip ly ing 
p lot.” The best of the seed from this 
mu ltip ly ing p lot can be u sed to p lant 
the general fields and for sale. 
By continu ing this breeding p rocess 
from y ear to y ear a strain of corn 
may be bu ilt u p that will far ou ty ield 
the ordinary corn of the neighborhood. 
In addition to the increase in y ield 
which will resu lt on y ou r own farm , a 
trade in seed corn may be bu ilt u p 
that will add m aterially to the y ear's 
p rofits. There are many v ariations in 
the p lan of breeding here ou tlined, bu t 
the essential p oint in all of them is to 
select 
the 
best y ielding indiv idu al 
ears and to p rev ent cross p ollination 
as mu ch as p ossible. 
After the seed corn has been p ick ed 
It shou ld be stored in su ch a manner 
that it will p ass throu gh the winter 
u ninju red. The hints in regard to seed 
storage as giv en iu article No. 6 shou ld 
be followed. 
Some time toward the close of win­ 
ter the corn shou ld be tested. For a 
p reliminary test a hu ndred k ernels 
may be tak en from as many ears in 
different p arts of the room. 
If the 
corn has ex cep tionally strong 
itality 
the k ernels may all germinate. 
In 
case some of the k ernels fail to grow 
or 
any 
considerable nu mber 
show 
weak sp rou ts each ear shou ld be test­ 
ed sep arately In order that the weak 
ones may be discarded. 
The method 
of mak ing this test has been described 
so many times in agricu ltu ral p ap ers 
and bu lletins that it will be u nneces­ 
sary to giv e it in detail here. 
It sim­ 
p ly consists In p lacing sev eral k ernels 
from 
each ear in a corresp onding 
sq u are in the germ inating box . In this 
way the v itality of each ear may be 
readily determined. 
Shortly before p lanting tim e the 
cars shou ld be shelled and ru n throu gh 
a seed corn grader to tak e ou t the bu tt 
and tip k ernels and div ide the rest 
Into ev en grades. The nex t step is to 
block u p the p lanter and ru n throu gh 
a samp le of each grade, changing 
p lates u ntil a set is fou nd that will 
drop the req u ired nu mber of k ernels 
p ractically ev ery time. If this is done 
and well tested seed u sed a good 
stand will almost certainly resu lt. 
Av oid too deep p lanting. All that is 
necessary is to hav e the seed well cov ­ 
ered with moist soil. If this can be 
done withou t p u tting it down more

than an inch or two, so mu ch the bet­ 
ter.

A fter p lanting the aim shou ld be to 
k eep the soil In the same fine tilth It 
was in at p lanting time in order to 
p rov ide large feeding grou nd for the 
roots and p rev ent the escap e of cap il­ 
lary moistu re.

The simple, 
easy, sure way is b y a mutual guar­ 
anty fund maintained b y all the de­ 
positaries. 
Let every 
b ank 
that 
wants to handle postal savings b ank 
money keep in the hands of the Unit­ 
ed States Treasurer an amount equal 
to five per cent, (or some other per 
cent.) of that money intrusted to it 
to form 
part of a great guaranty 
fund common to all the 
b anks con­ 
trib uting to it; and upon the failure 
of any one of these b anks, let its lia­ 
b ility for those deposits he paid out 
of the guaranty fund, that fund so 
he reimb ursed out of the assets of 
the b ank pro rata with other credit­ 
ors when its affairs are 
wound up.
